Report of Joint Board of finance, /No. 1. 

Dear Brethren: Your Joint Board of Finance suhm>t their repot i 
No. 1, as follows: 

We note with regret that our list of Conference claimants is grov/- 
ing much faster than our collection for that purpose. To illustrate: 
We have five families added to the roll of claimants at last Conference, 
and yet the fund for their support only increased $41.00 the past year 
This as you know must of necessity cause a reduction in thp appropri- 
ations for each claimant. We beg to assure every claimant on this fund 
that we share to the fullest their disappointment and regret when they 
see their pittance reduced yet smaller. You will note in the Secretary’s 
report that we have increased the Conference asesssment $800.00, 
making the assessment $4,500.00 for the year 1904. 

If any think this excessive let them remember that our list is 
made stil larger at this Conference and if we do not make a forward 
step yet greater suffering will come to those who look to the Church 
for help. When they ask us for bread we dare not say to them, 
"‘Depart and be ye fed.” We call your attention to the resolution of 
the Conference requesting the pastors to take the collection for Confer- 
ence Claimants and remit to Conference Treasurer early in the year. 
We hope that no pastor will be content with less than his full assess- 
ment. Obedience to this resolution on the part of the pastors will 
enable us to carry out your direction to make a 20 per cent quarterly 
payment to the claimants. 

We have made the estimates for the claimants on the basis of the 
previous collections so as to save us from the embarrassment of a 
deficit in our annual settlement, but we hope to have sufficient surplus 
to make additional appropriation at our next annual meeting. We have 
had referred to us a communication from the Board of Tructees of the 
endowment fund for superannuated preachers and widows and orphans 
of deceased preachers. They request that this Conference renew its 
recommendation to presiding elders and pastors to promote the success 
of this effort and give prominence to the fund in District and Quarterly 
Conference.

Report of Conference Board of Missions. 

In the early days of the Twentieth century when God is opening 
the gates of nations to the Gospel, blessing with material prosperity 
the Church at home, pouring out His spirit on His people, and callin.g 
their sons and daughters to his work, it becomes us ta be obedient to 
the heavenly vision, and heed the urgent “Go Forward” of our Lord. 
We rejoice that our leaders in this great work of the world’s evangel’- 
zation are men whose strong faith in God, clear perception of the natur^^ 
and need of the field, and confidence in the loyalty of the church, have 
prompted them to plan for an onward and larger movement of our mis- 
sionary. We give thanks to God for the heroic band of missionaries at 
the front, for their faithful labors, and for the gracious results that 
have followed their work. One hundred and seventy-five men and 
women now represent us in the foreign fields and with these there are 
ninetv-five native pastors and seventy native local preachers. Our 
membership numbers 12,906. These figures do not include the workers 
of the Woman’s Board. 

“Our foreign churches are not only increasing in membership, 
but in the efliciency of their organization, in the intelligence and 
earnestness of their work, and in the liberality of their contributions.’ 

The increase in the church’s contributions for missions is most 
encouraging. The collections on assessments during the past year 
were more than $$22,000.00 in advance of the preceding year. Eleven 
Annual Conferences, about seventy-five districts, and twenty-five hun- 
dred pastoral charges paid their assessments for foreign missions. 

“Conditions now prevailing in the fields occupied by out church 
imperatively call for the enlargement of our force.s and the better 
equipment of our work. In this age of enterprises the church must 
not attempt to conduct the greatest enterprise of any age upoh plans 
that are manifestly inadequate. Our work must be worthy of the 
great gospel with which we are intrusted. Other and better buildings 
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ior schools and churches must- be erected; colleges for the training 
of £j native ministry must be established, equipped arid endowed; 
facilities must be put in the hands of our faithful missionaries that 
will enable them to accomplish the best possible results.” ' 

This earnest appeal from our General Secretaries calls for a prompt 
and liberal response. Wha*t we perhaps most need is to inform our- 
selves and our people more fully concerning the facts of missions. A 
campaign of education on this line, beginning with the preachers 
and carried on in every church, Sunday School, League, and family 
will awake the church to its responsibility. Missionary meetings, 
sermons, prayers, and literature must all be employed to enlighten our 
vision, quicken our conscience and stimulate our offerings. 

This year, appropriations have been made to one district and 
forty-four charges. Some of these have been in poor and sparsely 
settled sections; and but for the help afforded, these people would have 
gone without the gospel. While such works promise but little develop- 
ment, they must not be abandoned. Others are wheire the charge is 
not strong enough to support in full the pastor; but do what they can; 
and may, in time become self-supporting. Others are in growing 
sections, where we cannot wait for self support, but must occupy now 
or lose our opportunity; yet where there is large promise of growth 
and prospect in a few years of self support, most gratifying reports 
from some such charges encourage us in our policy. This year some 
of our missions have been blessed with great revivals and had a 
gratifying number added to the church. We note among these Cara- 
belle, Lafayette, Taylor, Lake Butler, McClenny, Reddick, St. Matthews, 
Panama, DeLand, West Palm Beach, Tampa Heights, Port Tampa, 
Key West Memorial, and Sutherland. Carabelle, Liberty, St. Matthews, 
West Palm Beach, Brooksville, Lady Lake, Fort Pierce, Miami, Tampa 
Heights and Sarasota, noteworthy amounts have been raised to rebuild 
or repair. Nine out of forty paid salaries in full; and nineteen paid 
missionary assessments. Raised in the Conference for Foreign Mis- 
sions, $3,873.93, on assessment, and $312 “Fletcher Special;” total, 
$4,185.93, being $14.07 short of assessment.. For domestic Missions 
$3,994.97, leaving a deficit of $205.03. Tallahassee District paid its 
assessment for both Foreign and Domestic Missions in full; Live Oak 
District overpaid both; and every charge of this district, save one,met 
its assessment. Of 119 pastoral charges, 49 paid in full and 28 overpaid; 
total, 77. Your board after close study of the field, and consultation 
raise $5,000 the coming year for Domestic Missions. We are confident 
with the presiding elders, deem it necessary to ask the Conference to 
raise less than this would cripple our work and hamper our mission- 
rsaie. To do this we urge; (1) A systematic canvass in every charge 
for our excellent missionary paper, “Go Forward,” and the distribution 
of missionary leaflets; (2) A missionary sermon and collection for mis- 
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sions in every congregation; (3) A monthly collection in every Sunday 
School for missions; (4) A contribution from every member; (5) Early 
collections and an earnest effort to raise the full assessment in every 
charge. May we come up to our next annual session with full hands 
and joyful hearts, and have as our reward the Master’s “Well done.”

Board of Educattion. 

The Board of Education of the Florida Annual Conference begs 
leave to submit the following report for the year 1903: 

SCHOOLS— THE FLORIDA SEMINARY. 

Considering the youth of our Florida Seminary, it has had phe- 
nomenal success, notwithstanding the difficulties that environed its 
establishment. The property is valued at $100,000. The building has 
been- recently repainted, new furniture has been added, and S500 have 
been expended in scientific apparatus. There are now eleven professors, 
an increase of six during the present year. There were 227 pupils 
enrolled last year. The present attendance is twenty per cent ‘*u*Tf ase 
over the same last year. In fact, there has been a great improvement 
along all lines. The spiritual condition and the discipline of the school 
are excellent. The commencement exercises last year were very fine, 
refiecting great credit upon both pupils and instructors. 

EMORY COLLEGE. 

The report of Emory College, made by Dr. J. E. Dickey, its presi- 
dent, shows a prosperous condition of that institution. The value of 
its property is valued at $175,000; its endowment, $222,000. There are 
seventeen professors, and 254 students, 30 of whom have been helped 
by the Loan Fund. We note with pleasure the improvement in the 
College plant, the enrichment of its curriculum, and the increase in 
the corps of instructors. We are glad to learn of the re e.stai)lishmcnt 
and strengthening of the Law School Department. We heartily en- 
dorse the action of the authorities in withstanding ♦he clamor for the 
introduction of inter-collegiate games, believing them to he demoral- 
izing to the students, and subversion of the highest intellectual develop- 
ment. The gradual increase in the endowment fund furnishes ground 
for congratulation, and it is hoped that at no distant day it will be 
ample to provide for the entire support of the institution. The pres- 
ence of Dr. J. E. Dickey, its president, at the sessions of our Conference 
is highly appreciated, his sermons and deliverances on Christian edu- 
cation being esteemed as benedictions to us. 

WESLEYAN FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are gratified at the excellent condition and hopeful outlook for 
the Wesleyan Female College, located at Macon, Ga., which is the 
joint property of the two Georgia Conferences and the Florida Confer- 
ence. The property is valued at $285,000. The faculty consists of 
twenty-seven members, with an enrollment of 358 stu-lents the present 
year, with the prospect of a considerable increase before the close of 
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the : ear. This child of Methodism and the mother of female colleges 
ought to be richly endowed and we hope that the heart of the church 
v/ill be so burdened with the importance of female education that such 
will be the case within the not distant future. We also express our 
gratification for the presence and address of Hon. Dupont Guerry, its 
president, during our Conference session, and humbly trust God may 
bless him in the accomplishment of the high aims he has in view. 

RUTH HARGROVE SEMINARY. 

This school, situated at Key West, Fla., has an enrollment at the 
end of the first quarter of 196. It iS‘ doing good work among the 
Cubans, has a strong faculty, better equipped for the work than last 
year. Interest good, though not as good .as it should be among 
the Methodists of • the town. The Kindergarten department is 
growing slowly, but steadily, and will in time be one of the main fea- 
tures of the work. The music class is a splendid success. The grade 
work improving every week. . • 

There is imperative need for a dormitory for boys. Bishop Candler 
has recommended another $5,000 building. The Home Mission Societies 
will take it up as soon a-s possible. Let the Methodists of Florida res- 
pond to the call when made. 

GENERAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We heartily endorse the aim of the General Board of Education 
in their efforts to build up a system of Christian education equal to the 
best system of secular schools and to place the- Church schools upon a 
firm financial ba-sis. We trust the Methodists of our State will enter 
heartily into the educational campaign suggested by this Board, provide 
adequate support for our own Conference school, and to co-operate in 
strengthening Christian education throughout the Church. We realize 
more and more the necessity of having an educated ministry. We are 
in full accord with the action of the last General Conference looking 
to the improvement of rural public schools of the South. The public 
schools have come to stay. We call upon our people and invoke the 
co-operation of all Christians, to see that the public school officers and 
teachers are God fearing and God loving men and women, to the end 
that education in the primary and secondary schools may be of the 
same Christian character as in the higher church schools we seek to 
establish, as the majority of our churches never enjoy the benefits of 
the Christian education given in the higher church schools. While we 
eschew the mixing of Church and State, still the members of our 
churches are citizens, and have the right to demand that ail edu- 
cation shall be managed by officers and all tuition shall be given 
by those who love and fear God. 

This' board requests all our pastors to send to Dr. J. D. Hammond, 
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Nashville, Term., the names of our members who teach in the public 
schools of this State. 

CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 

\Ve again call attention to the Correspondence School established 
b., our last General Conference, and endorsed by our own last annual 
Conference. We commend this school to our young ministers who have 
the oprcrtuiiity of enjoying the advantages afforded by some of our 
church institutio -s. We respectfully recommend the presiding Bishop 
to appoint Rev. S. W. Walker to be preisdent of the Florida Seminary, 
and Rev. J. A. Hendry to be agent of the Florida Seminary.

Sabbath Observance* 

Your committe desires to bring to your notice some of the 
violations of God’s law pertaining to the keeping of the Sabbath day 
within the bounds of our conference. 

We notice with regret and sorrow the encroachment on the 
sancity of the Sabbath by many branches of business that have here- 
tofore abstained from opening their doors on this day, among which 
are numerous stores of merchandise, banks, bicycle shops, cool drink 
stands, venders of fruit and others, to say nothing of livery stables in 
their business, drug stores who dispense goods of every kind and en- 
deavor to advertise special prices for the Sabbath. 

There seems to be no notice ta*ken by our civil officers to hold 
in check baseball playing, open saloons and so-called restaurants. We 
are compelled to admit that they are sadly on the increase, especially 
in our larger cities of population, so much so that che Sabbath can 
hardly be distinguished from the ordinary days of the week. Our cor- 
porations lend their aid by conveying to and fro the people at reduced 
rates tothe pleasure resorts. Societies go and come in uniform and 
brass bands to establish and organize in towns that attract our children 
and others from the Sunday Schools and church attendance, to the 
detriment of God’s cause and the preaching of his word, to an extent 
than an alarm exists today. 

Foreigners are coming into our State in hordes from their 
native hot-beds of vice demanding a disolution of our laws so they can 
follow without' hinderance the laxaty of their own depraved tastes. In 
fact the world has been demanding a spirit of so-called liberty from 
every holy restraint, to the utter rejection of God’s commands. If the 
word is considered by them at a41 it is only in an obsolete book and 
unworthy their perusal. 

Anarchists, Atheists, Infidels, heathens, pagans, and some* pe- 
culiar sects join hands to destroy the edict of God to keep this day 
holy. 
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We w.itness with great regret that many of our church mem- 
bers purchase commodities on the Sabbath that could be purchased on 
Saturday without inconvenience, such as groceries, meats, ice and 
bread, thereby bringing reproach on the church and its membehship. 
Many members and some preachers get their mail as regular on the 
Sabbath as on any day of the week. 

We believe the time has come for the Children of God to re- 
take their place in the administration of civil affairs. We have too long 
been waiting for better things, and have abandoned our rights of fran- 
chise to that class or those classes who seek only their own selfish ends 
or averice. We would- urge every Christian man that has a regard for 
divine and civil law to let his vote be felt if not his voice be heard. 

We rejoice in the signs of the times for better things. Silently 
and slowly the dominant spirit of the wicked is being curbed. The 
young men in three of our leading cities of Jacksonville, Tampa and 
Key West who have been elected to honorable positions, are enforcing 
the Sunday laws, and have compelled all saloons to close their doors on 
that day. 

We would exhort our preachers to speak frequently and with 
emphasis upon this important subject. 

We would exhort our people to refrain as far as possible from 
the custom of making the day one of common visiting or of engaging 
in anything that would render it unprofitable to the value of the soul.

reached two hundred and twenty-six. 

The commencement was a great* success in every way and would 
(iompare favorably with older and endowed institutions. 

The following faculty has been elected and has been serving 
very acceptably: Rev. S. W. Walker, A. M., President; Rev. Grant 

Wheeler, Vice-President; Miss S. D. Griffin, Miss Laura McRae, Miss 
Annie Stillwell, Miss T. Rose, Miss Mary L. Hill, Miss Eunice Newton, 
Miss Lettie Lynch, Miss Elizabeth Slaughter, Mr. Miguel Ciero. 

Our board met and elected Rev. J. P. Hilburn, President of the 
Board; Dr. W. C. Richardson, Vice-President; Rev. B. F. Mason, Sec- 
retary! and Hon. Don C. McMullen, Treasurer. Rev. I. S. Patterson was 

added to the Executive Committee. 

The Board contemplates an advance movement. We need a 
building for recitation room and chapel. We expected to have said 
building in course of construction before this, but tor good and suffi- 
cient reasons it has been delayed until after this session of the Annual 
Conference. We realize that this building must be constructed or we 
will lose patronage. We are glad to state that the building committee 
has plans by which they expec to go forward in the erection of the 
building, and we hope to have same ready for occupancy by the opening 
of the Fall term. 

The vacancy caused by the removal of Rev. H. A. Hodges to 
Texas has been filled by the election of Rev. J. B. Ley . 

The accounts of Rev. S. W. Walker, President, Rev. J. P. Hil- 
l:urn. Financial Agent, and Rev. I. S. Patterson, Agent for Land and 
Attorney, have been examined and found correct. 

(The President will make the reports in connection with this.) 

We believe that the time has arrived when we should incorporate 
the School, therefore we respectfully ask this Conference to allow the 

Board of Trustees to incorporate.

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Report of J* P* Hilburn» Financial Agent» Florida Seminary. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Florida* Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: At the request of the Board of 
Trustees and this Conference made during your Iasi session, Bishop 
Smith appointed me Financial Agent of the Florida Seminary. 

While reluctant to enter this untried field, in obedience o the 
will of my brethren, I immediately took up he task assigned me and 
have continued in season and out of season to the present hour. 

During the month of February, Bishop Smith spent ten days 
in our bounds, preaching seven sermons on Christian Education. His 
efforts in behalf of our Florida Seminary have been of incalculable 
benefit to this important enterprise of our Church. 

The members of the Conference have generally co-operated 
with me in this work and made possible the results achieved. I have 
not found much opposition in this work, but a great -deal of indiffer- 
ence. I have not secured any large contributions, the largest being $200 
but by pressing the work and gathering many small amounts in cash 
and subscription, have secured by the assistance of President Walker, 
$21,000.00. Of this amount I have collected in cash, $4,523.90, and 
Brother Walker has collected more than $1,000, which he has duly re- 
ported to the Board of Trustees. Traveling expenses for Bishop Smith 
and myself, and postage and stationery amount to $328.12. I have paid 
the Treasurer of the Board $3,823. 30, and I have in hand ready to turn 
over to him $238.29. In addition to these amounts more than $100, 
which I secured, has been sent to the Treasury by others. 

I regret that my efforts have not yielded gerater visible results, 
but find comfort in the consciousness that I have done my best. I regret 
that the $25000, which you authorized me to collect has not been secured 
but am still hoping hoping for some larger donations which will more 
than cover the amount. 

I thank God for sustaining grace and my brethren for their 
prayers and assistance.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT— FLORIDA SEMINARY. 

The first year of the Florida Seminary was eminently suc- 
cessful in attendance, work and finances. 

We enrolled two hundred and twenty-six (22G) pupils for the 
year, the highest number enrolled in any year in a Methodist school 
in Florida. 

We met every financial obligation connected properly with 
the running expenses of the school, besides spending more than a 
thousand dollars on repairs, furnishing and equipment, from our board 
and tuition fund. 
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The work, last year, in many respects, was not what w'e de- 
sired, but we think, under all the circumstances, it was most successful. 

We suffered for room, lack of sufficient number of teachers to 
do the work satisfactorily, and for equipment in science. 

The thing which alone justifies a religious school, religious 
atmosphere and power, was evidenced at Sutherland by the fact that 
every pupil porfessed faith in Christ before the June commencement. 
The morals of school compared in the beginning with the close justified 
us in believing the work was genuine work of grace. 

Last year we opened with one hundred aad nineteen (119) 
pupils. This year we opened with one hundred and twenty-seven (127). 
We now have at least twenty per cent larger attendance than at this 
time last year. 

The work is at least fifty per cent more satisfafccory in every 
way. Last year we opened with five teachers in the iaculty. This year 
with eleven, and a faculty which, for efficiency, ca^' not be excelled 
in the State. 

We have added art and business departments under able man- 
agement. W^e have placed new and extensive scientific appara'tus in 
the department of science. 

We have added five new pianos, two new typewriters, fifteen 
sets of furniture and various smaller equipment. 

We ha 7 e now an opportunity to build a great school which 
only comes to a Conference once in a generation, but to do the work 
and build as we have promise, not only must the Conference stand by 
us, but we must have the sympathy and financial help of all of oi\r 
people to prepare for imperative needs. We must have at once a chapel, 
with recitation rooms; we must have money to furnish more rooms and 
make repairs which we are compelled to make. As we successfully 
build our patronage, we must prepare for the larger success.

Epworth Leaguers. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Florida Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: We, your committee, submit for 

your consideration this their annual report: We are glad to note that 
this has been a prosperous year in the history of the Epworth League. 
After years of strenuous struggle for recognition and support, the 
Epworth League now enters a wider field of usefulness and develop- 
ment. This struggle for recognition has been a repetition of the history 
of every advance movement. The work of the League is as vital in 
its relation to the church as the work of the Sunday School. If the 
Sunday School is the nursery of the Church, the League is its finishing 
school. Not only has this been a year of gratifying progress in our 
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own Conference, but also a year of advancement in the whole church. 
The General Minutes show an increase of forty-nine chapters and two 
thousand four hundred and eighty members. The meetings hai-ve been 
marked by spirituality and intelligent zeal. Our Conferences have done 
much to enhance this interest, bringing together the best talent as well 
as stimulating the whole church by he ardor of our young people. We 
especially commend those presiding elders who have held League Con- 
ferences in their districts. The missionary spirit is also very ma?nifest. 
The General Minutes show that not less than |20,000 were given last 
year to the cause of missions. The League Reading Course continues 
to secure a wide and well-merited interest. We especially commend 
to our Leagues the “Institute Series.” This consists of brief treatises 
on church history, biography, doctrine, missions and kindred subjects. 
The books can be bought of the central office. The Epworth Era con- 
tinues to sparkle with bright helpful thoughts. The Era is indispensa- 
ble to the League. The deficit on the publication account has , been 
greatly diminished, and the management hopes to put the Era on a 
paying basis next year. We would especially stress the need of raising 
“Ten Cent Assessment.” This is hardly sufficient to cover the expenses 
of a very economic management. 

Looking to a closer union between the Epworth League Board 
and the State Epworth League Conference, the following preamble and 
resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, It is earnestly desired that there be a closer co- 
operation between the Conference Epworth League Board and the State 
League Conference, therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the 
Chairman of the Epworth League Board to meet with the Executive 
Committee of the State League Conference looking to closer co-oper- 
ation. 

Second, That the SecretaTy of this Board be requested to 
confer with the President of the State League Conference as to time 
and place of tbeir meeting.

May it be the 
one aim and purpose of our hearts to live up to our full privilege in 
Christ, thereby encouraging others to do the same. " 
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But viewing this subject from the opposition to all intoxicants, 
there has never been a time when hearts that love the right should 
swell with gratitude more than now. The Captain of our salvation 
has and is leading ub on to mighty conquest in the cause of temper- 
ance. Let us continue to praise and follow our Lord until H? shall 
lead us on to such victory that the curse shall be no more an«ong the 
nations of the earth. This evil is going and must go, and may God 
speed the day! 

We are glad to note the fact that in our own fair State, 
twenty-five counties have voted dry, six of which have gone dry this 
year. As this curse is voted out, it is gratifying to nota the decrease 
in crime and drunkenness, to say nothing of greater prosperity to 
legitimate business and temporal benefits to our people. Last year 
there were one hundred and thirty-two convicts sent to the State 
penitentiary; this year only ninety-seven. 

The hope of continued and final victory lies largely in proper 
education; and it is also gratifying that the cause of Temperance is 
taken up so often in our Sunday School and Ep worth League work. 

May we ever continue to keep this subject prominently before 
our people. 

We feel to commend those officers who have., in the face of 
great opposition, fearlessly and faithfully disch.'irged vheir duties in 
advancing the cause of Temperance in our State. 

And whereas, the use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage 
encouraged and stimulated by the saloon, lays rhe foundation for 
financial, physical and moral ruin, for no quill, though plucked from 
Wingof Starless Midnight and dipped in the warm blood of millions of 
broken hearts, can write out the dark chapters of sm and crime cause! 
by drink, and only the soul that has traversed the interminable depths 
of eternity can know the full results, for across the gates of the celes- 
tial city, it is written, “No drunkard can enter here.” 

And, whereas, the liquor interests a« represented by the whole- 
sale and retail dealers, array themselves against the home wherein 
there should be every thing that is dear to the heart, and unon which 
rests our welfare for the present and our hopes for the futu-e, against 
the church, against humanity, against the religion of Lord Jesus Christ, 
therefore be it resolved:
